As regards the front of more than 
sixty miles from the Adriatic to the 
mountains west of Hie I'iave river.

ment of u withdrawal seeks to make a 
virtue of a neceaaity. Italian, British 
and American forces are sweeping 
eastward from the Plave and the apex 
of the wedge driven Into the enemy's 
lines has reached Vittorlo. Further 
south the advance beyond the Monli- 
cano river has driven the Austrians 
far to the east of Conegllano. The line 
crosses the Montlcano river at FVon- 
fanelle, bends to the west Rllghtly and 
then turns south until it reaches the 
I'Inve below San I'kma. The cantnre 
of Villorio appears to be a lieavv blow 
to the whole Austrian position In the 
Helluno sector. The city was r> prin- 
cipal supply point and gives the Alllcfi 
a base for an attack against the left 
flank of the Austrian armies holdiiu' 
the mountain sector running west of 
the Plave.

FOOD ADMINISTRATOR'S 
WORK WITH INFLUENZA I 

Wkat.TUi Oreat OrMBlnttoa Has 
Done to Stay Its progresi. 

IxiulRVllle. October 31 — As soon as 

cases of Spanish Inllneiiza appeared 
among enijiloyes of Hie l iiiled Stales 
Food Adinlnlstratioii at Washington, 
steps were taken to insure proper 
fodd, shelter and nursing for those 
who needed it. 

First, every absentee was immedi- 
ately reported and It was aHcerlalned 
whether thidr absence was due to In- 
fluenza. If such was the case, wives 
of members of the C\>od Administra- 
tion Immediately went to visit the In- 
flnenzn patients to see whether they 
were properly boused, were reeidving 
medical care, had plenty of warm 
blankets, and. in general, were sup- 
plied with all comforts necessary that 
would be thelr's If they were in their 
own homes. 

Two houses have been opened up 
:inil eiiiiipiieil by the Food Adminis- 
tration lor Hie aeeoinniodatlon i^f pa- 
tients who cannot reeeive the care 
needed In their own homes. Drastic 
measures were taken with landlords 
and householders who refused to heat 
the rooms of patients. Hot broth and 
other food was |ircpared in the Food 
\dmlnl8traliiin eafi'terla and sent in 
Food Administ rat loll automobiles to' 
the patients without cost. 

The Infirmary in the Food Adminis- 
tration building kept working at. top 
'peed to prevent the spread of the dis- 
ease. Between Hilrty and forty peo- 
ple have been treated each day to 
ward off MDssible contagion. The 
nurse In the Infirmary administers 
■argles and swabs the throats of pa- 
Hents as a means of prevention. The 
•eniperature Is taken, and any one 
who shows signs of "running li tem- 
iJernture" Is sent home with Instruc- 
tions to go to bed Immediately. A 
■careful record of each person who 
visits the infirmary Is kept. 

The Food Administration has work- 
'd carefnlly on the Influenza problem, 
•oinplling the best rules for preven- 
tion and care, which it lias disirilinied 
to every member of its large staff II 
was. as befits the nature of Its work, 
•he flrsf government body in Wash- 
ngton to Institute fheHo means for the 
nrolcetlon and well being of its em- 
'doyecs, and the exaniide thus afford- 
ed has not been without value to other 
TOvemment bureaus.

Mrs. Qlfford Is deeply interested In 
saving food at all times — In face, 
aside from Major Morris Oifford, who 
wears the uniform In bis jountry, it 
is iiiiotit her only interest in life, just 
now. 

">io\v wo used to faste food nl Ilal- 
lowo'oii iiaitles before the war." .Mrs. 
Ciifford inii.'iod as she llnlsliod diclat- 
iiiK a Iclli'r to ono steiioKraplior ami 
anotlicr iiiovod ini lo iake notes on a 
FPcond epistle to a county conserva- 
tion chairman. 

"We scooped out pumkins to use the 
rinds for lanterns, and then wasted 
the rest. We threw ^ay the 'nut 
shells which now we save for gas 
mask carbon. We peeled apples to 
see what mystic letters the, peeling 
would make when thrown over the 
left stioulder. All of which are hor- 
rlfylns i>rarll(os to us now in the 
days of food conservation. 

"At this 191S Hallowe'en we .MI S'I" 
not iiKP food for decoraliiiM or ainiisc- 
nient. We will liave sonie fun, and 
liave nuts and laisins to eat. 

"Hiit. aflor all, it's llnie for piinip- 
tiins. and oven tlicuKh we do not use 
llieni for lanterns wo can keep up llio 
American liking (or bumpkiu pie and 
have it without a qualm of con- 
science." 

Mrs. Qlfford then gave a pumpkin 
pie receipt which she said followed 
conservation rules exactly. It fol- 
lows:

% to H cup of fat. 

Water to make stiff dough. 

M teaspoon salt. 



Sift flour and salt together. Cut 
the fat Into the flour mixture. Add 
water, mixing and handling as little 
as possible. Wheat eubsUtutee need 
a little move water than all wheat 
flour. Chill until ready to roll out. 

"Pumpkin pie, with pie and crust 
made accordiiig to these recipes, will 
bring more good luck than anything I 
know of." Mrs. GIfford said. "Any- 
way, whoever destroys a good pump- 
kin this Hallowe'en or whoever in 
making pumpkin pie wastes wheat 
Hour, lard or sugar, will have a guilty 
conscience, and ought to have indi- 
gestion.'.'

I) (?.— Among the 
floorgo Washington records at the 
( ongreaslonnl library Is the old nc- 
connt hook of Caleb Qibbs, who 
bought the supplies for Waahington*! 
staff ail tbrough the seven yeara of 
the revolutionary war. Its pages are 
yellow and the Ink la faded, but the 
old hero's reoords are still clear, and 
It Is Inteteatlng to see what the flght- 
ers of these dajrs ate. 

The book began In April, 1776, when 
Washington's headquarters were in 
New ■york City on Pearl street, oppo- 
site Cedar. At this time the war had 
not yet affected prices to any extent. 
Tho llrst purchases on April 10 were 
sevoTi pounds of hoof at sixpence a 
pound: one tongue at :! shillings; four 
pounds of butter at 1 shilling sixpence 
a prund: salad and celery, 1 shilling; 
six birds, 1 shilling, and a shIlling'R 
worth of potatoes. There was no su- 
gar at (Ul. 

There was not much variety In the 
war diet of 1776. On page aner page 
Hwe And beef, cabbage, salt, eggs, milk 
butter, asparagus, bacon, nuts, cider. 
Asparagus, cabbage and potatoes, and 
occasionally ououmbers, are the only 
vegetables mentioned. 

There were some of the same food 
problems then as we have now. Trans- 
portation was the cause of shortages, 
just as it often is today, but then it 
was the ox teams that broke down as 
they dragged along the country roads 
or wore blacked my military trans- 
port. 

In llio first part of the revolution 
the slates were taxed to provide 
money for feeding tho army, hut later 
they wore reiiuiied to soiul the food it- 
self Instead of money. It was then 
that things were at the lowest ebb 
for tho continental armies.
